Hun- 
dreds of thousands of men had been suddenly con- 
verted from the most extravagant consumers into 
producers. Millions of acres of land were open 
for practically free entry in Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and the two Dakotas. 


“At the same time,” Brown continued, “while 


Bie | agriculture was perhaps the least important busi- 
s<] ness in the country, at that particular juncture 


transportation was the most important. A great 
tide of population was sweeping out across the 
country, settling down in successive regions, till- 
ing the soil and growing produce of all kinds, 
And yet the products of the soil were almost value- 
less excepting such part as the farmer’s family 
alone could consume, for the very good reason that 
there was no way to transport the surplus to mar- 
ket. 

“Today the situation is exactly reversed, so 
far as concerns the value of agricultural products. 
Here we are paying 60 cents and more for a dozen 
eggs, with everything else in proportion. Our man- 
ufacturing and mercantile business have grown 
on such a mighty scale that the armies employed 
in them cannot be supplied with food in sufficient 
quantities by those engaged in agriculture. Today 
farming is the most important business in the 
country; the most important subject to which @ 
man can turn his attention is improved agricul- 
ture, and if we are to prosper. as a nation farmers 
everywhere will have to learn how to make two 
blades of grass grow where they and their fathers 
were content to grow one blade. 

“Let me illustrate what I mean by a personal 
example. When I was a boy working on a farm in 
Northern Iowa the nearest market we had was 
in a town called McGregor, 75 miles away. We 
didn’t send our grain to market by loading it into 
freight cars close at hand in those days. Not bya 
good deal. 


Why Farming in the Old 
Days Was So Unprofitable 


66 HAT we did, and every other farmer 
W in that part of the State, was to load 


our products into wagons and haul 
them by teams from the farm to McGregor, 75 
miles, over ordinary country roads. We put two 
bushels of wheat into a bag that cost the farmer 
80 cents, and when he had hauled the wheat 75 
miles to market he received just 40 cents per 
bushel for it—the price of the bag. Then he turned 
around and drove home, a return trip of 75 miles. 

“As for such things as poultry, butter.and eggs, 
they had no value whatever, excepting for the 
farmer’s own table, because they would not stand 
the crude method of transportation by wagon. 
The roads we had simply ran across the prai- 
ries, connecting onc settlement with another. The 
farms were crudely cultivated; the buildings were 
crude; the farmers were poor, and their wives 
and children too often were hopelessly discour- 
aged. 

“Today the same country is filled with splendid 
farms, owned by well-to-do farmers, and dotted 
with towns and villages having the highest order 
of civilization and culture. Today the farmer 
does not have to make a journey of 150 miles to 
market and back home; his market is right at his 
door, and the prices he receives average double 
those of former days. 

“When I went to work on the railroad in 1869, 
at a little station called Chickasaw, I don’t think 
there was such a thing as a steel rail in existence. 
Neither was there an airbrake nor an automatic 
coupler nor a block signal. The largest freight 
car had a capacity of 10 tons; passenger trains 
were controlled by hand brakes; the first trans- 
continental railroad in the United States had just 
been completed. 

“In my first railroad job I was paid $1 a day, 
and at that time passenger conductors were paid 
about $80 a month, with no extras of any kind, 
and brakemen received $42.50 a month. Today con- 
ductors average from $175 to $200 a month and 
brakemen from $90 to $125, while engineers have 
risen in the same ratio. 

“Another thing to be remembered was that all 
of us were on duty as long as necessary, without 
extra pay. Men in all classes of service worked 
much longer hours than they do now.

QO: of earth’s great stories—perhaps the last 


one that is left to tell—has been related to 

St. Louisans the past two days by Arch- 
deacon Hudson Stuck, Episcopal missionary to in- 
terior Alaska and climber of Mount McKinley. 

Mount McKinley! Where did we hear that name 
before—before the Archdeacon or his rivel climb- 
ers, Prof. Herschel Parker and Belmore Brown, 
had their day in the magazines and on the lecture 
platform? Ah yes. It was our old friend, Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, author of “My Discovery 
of the North Pole,” who first caused us to hunt up 
Mount McKinley on our maps, and~ to argue 
whether it was likely that anyone ever had climbed 
it, and particularly whether Dr. Cook, in his pre- 
polar days, had done so. 

So, after all, Dr. Cook is entitled to some credit. 
If he hadn’t linked Mount McKinley, which until 
then was of very little interest to the American 
public, with the North Pole, which had been quite 
well exploited before, we might all have been 
quite content never to know what it was like, or 
what the facilities for getting tod the top were?’ 

Also, it may be remarked, the doctor left Mount 
McKinley in very much better shape, for subse- 
quent climbers, than he left the North Pole in. 
He succeeded in mussing up the North Pole affair 


so that Peary had to take his honors in deferred (. 


payments, and with most of gilding rubbed off. 
But, by convincing the public that he, Cook, had 
falsified about McKinley, he gave it the best ad- 
vertising that any mountain ever had since Sinai. 
And he put the public in a frame of mind to ap- 
plaud our own Capt. John Berry, who had a plan 
for reaching the top of the mountain in a bal- 
loon; to cheer Parker and Brown, who nearly 
made it; and finally to admire Stuck, who got 
there. 


Parker and Brown Lucky Not 


to Have Reached Summit, He Says 


ERHAPS by way of returning this favor, 
P Archdeacon Stuck is not talking about Cook 
in his public addresses, such as those which 
he made Friday night at the Wednesday Club, and 
yesterday at the City Club luncheon. He is tell- 
ing of his own feat, and if anyone wishes to com- 
pare his story with Cook’s—which, as a matter 
of fact, it tears all to pieces—why, that is not his 
Worry. 

He does talk of Parker and Brown, and cred- 
its them with getting to an altitude within 400 
feet of the top. And he gave his Wednesday Club 
audience a thrill when he told how, in his opin- 
ion, Parker and Brown would have lost their lives 
if they had reached the summit. 

“The reason that Prof. Parker and Mr. Brown 
had to turn back,” said Archdeacon Stuck, “was 
that they were out of food. The reason they were 
out of food was that they had relied on some 
prepared pemmican which they brought with them 
from the United States—from somewhere East, I 
think. When they came to use this pemmican, 
they found that it had absolutely no food value. 
Neither one of them could swallow and retain, the 
stuff. 

“As they were on their way down, an earthquake 
shook the mountain. They told of this, as an in- 
cident of their experience. Of course, I studied 
their account of the ascent very carefully, for my 
own guidance. When I reached the point where 
they had turned back, I was surprised to find it 
much different from their description and pictures. 
Instead of the continuous ridge, there was a 
chasm, partly filled with show. Suddenly I re- 
alized that this change had been wrought by the 
earthquake, which had had its most severe effects 
there, near the summit. 

“T then took their accounts of their movements, 
and figured that, had they gone on to the top, 
they would have been at that point, on their re- 
turn, at the time when, according to thelr obser- 
vation below, the earthquake occurred, And they 
would almost certainly have perished. So that 
worthless pemmican saved their lives.” 


Party of Miners, Carrying Long 
Flag Pole Nearly Forestalled Him 


E told, too, of the party of miners who, 
because they didn't believe the story told 
by a certain climber (Cook), and because 

they got the idea that, in some way not very clear, 
there was a lot of money for somebody in making 
the ascent, set out in 1910 to climb Mount Mc- 
Kinley, dragging a 14-foot flagpole after them. 
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ing the north pinnacle of Mount McKinley, w ich, 
although not so high as the south one, is nearly 
20,000 feet high—his estimate of the height ‘of 
the south summit is 20,800 feet. Furthermore, he 
said, they could have gone on and made the higher 
ascent to the south, though they would have had 
to make another camp.in order to do so. In that 
case, they would have forestalled Stuck. 

“The reason they chose the north summit, and 
were content with having reached it,” said the 
Archdeacon, “was that the north peak was the one 
visible from the town ‘of Fairbanks, and it was 
their fond belief that they could set,’ on that ele- 
vation of 20,000 feet, a 14-foot flagpole that would 
be visible more than one hundred miles away. 

“Well, they put up their flagpole, and on their 
way down, were disgusted to find that it was no 
longer visible, even to them. They had told the 
other miners at Fairbanks what they were going 
to do, and there was much chaffing and skepti- 
cism as to their having done what they said. 

“I knew these men, and I believed firmly in 
them. So, though the north peak was not what I 
was after, I gave instructions to the rest of my 
party that on our return, we should go to the north 
peak and look for the flagpole. 

But from our regular route, one of my compan- 
ions, with sharper eyes than mine, saw the pole 
sticking out of the snow. I then saw it through 
a glass. So I was very glad to be able, when I 
got down, to stop the talk which had been heard 
against these very brave and hardy men, who 
could have been the first climbers of Mount Mc- 
Kinley if they had gone at it a little differently.” 

And then the Archdeacon told how, with all. his 
preparations, his caches and camps and dog sleds 
and provisions carried ahead, so that most of 
the ground, or snow was covered three times on 
the ascent, he and his three companions once saw 
failure’ seemingly near. This .was on the final 
climb to the summit, June 7 last.

Whether this was honorable will be questioned 
pointedly since there has been disaster.

Louis & San Francisco had not gone into a re- 
ceivership the matter probably would not have 
come into public view. But since the wrecxs of 
the property the morality as well as the legality 
of the various trasactions will have to be demon- 
strated if the men concerned are to retain thelr 
prcfits and public regard. The matter leaves a 
very unpleasant impression in the minds of the 
investing public and causes suspicion of the man- 
agement of other properties. 

The managers of the Frisco lines may have be- 
lieved as sincerely as those of the New Haven 
that they were acting for the good of the prop- 
erty under their care but tn the roundup of de- 
velopments to date the discredited New Haven 
men shine in the public view by comparison. 


‘*Never Honest.’’ 

Washington Times: It is not so very long since 
that the game of buy and sell, or loan and borrow, 
between a great financial corporation and its di- 
rectors, to the immense benefit of the latter, was 
played quite regularly. That some such transactions 
or other would be disclosed by any investigation of 
the Frisco receivership that went far enough back 
into the past was a foregone conclusion. The sworn 
evidence is to the effect that this particular line's 
directors played the game like experts and stuck 
to it until there were no more funds to play with.

End of Marriage Restrictions Seen. 

The moral to be drawn from this succession of 
misalliances is that the day of the morganatioc 
marriage—without disgrace—has arrived. While 
not to be encouraged if the king game is to be 
gcing, it is clear that no longer should people be 
forced to share their lives with others they have 
no affection for merely because they were born 
in the purple.

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GERMAN WOMAN 
STILL ACTIVE 
AT 120 


BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Hedwig Stawne, the “goose 
girl” of the village of Dormowo in Prussian Po- 
land, has produced for official inspection birth 
records showing that she was 120 years old on 
Oct. 15. It is admitted by the registration au- 
thorities that so far as they can discover she is 
th8 only woman in Germany now alive who saw 
Napoleon's grand army march through Poland 
to invade Russia.

“As the railways puhed out, into the 
newly settled regions those regions be- 
gan to grow and prosper..

This 
always has been so and always will be. 

“There in the little station, Chicka- 
saw, I learned to be a: télegraph’ oper- 
ator. At that time-A. J, Eerling also 
was a telegraph operator—he., is now 
president of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul. F. D.. Underwood, <president 
of the Erie, was a ffeight brakeman. 
J.. J. Hill was agent for a steamboat 
line on the levee at St. Lani, ‘where he 
sold coal. 

‘Every once in awhile,” iden went 
on, “somebody asks ine if I think there 
are opportunities Ieff. in the railroad’ 
fiéld'for young men fitted to pysh ahead 
in> the world. My absolute conviction 
is that there are 10 opportunities today 
where there was one when I commenced, 
for the simple reason that in railroad 
work there are 10 places today where 
formerly there was one. 

‘Well, I kept hard at work down there 
until finally, in the spring of ‘1870, 
I was appointed night operator in the 
train despatcher’s office at Minneapo- 
lis, where I learned train despatching. 
At that time Minneapolis was a big vil- 
lage, with only one railroad leading out 
t» the East, the Iowa division of the 
St. Paul, and that had been completed 

When I arrived 
in ‘Minneapolis the old Nicolet House 
was the largest and finest hotel in the 
Northwest. here were many Indians 
about Fort Snelling and Mendota; St. 
Paul and Minneapolis were really on the 
frontier. This gave me some faint idea 
of the marvelous changes that I have 
seen in the course of comparatively few 
years. 

‘During that time

“Right here I wish to venture another 
and closély related thought.’ Not merely 
will .our farms increase their product 
enormously, but the factories and mills 
bid fairs to go ahead by leaps and 
bounds in the most extraordinary indus- 


seen. The result will be such an in- 
creased production from farm and fac- 
tory that it is a. serious question wheth- 
er our transportation facilities will be 
able to keep up with it. 

@ if the railroads do not develop their 
facilitiés for handling the increased pro- 
ductions of farms and factories a most 
unfortunate situation will arise, for the 
producer depends upon the railway for 
commercial well being exactly as the 
human system depends on the circula- 
tion of the blood. Of what use will it 
be to have an enormous production from 
farms and factories -if it. cannot -be 
moved? iIn such’ a case the situation 
might be like that of my boyhood days 
in Northern Iowa, when we grew far 
more than he could consume and yet 
were unable to get the surplus to mar- 
 ket.””

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FRANCE CONFIRWICD 
FOE, VON BUELOW 
NS GERMANS 


Former Imperial Chancellor Says 
Taking of Alsace and Lorraine 
Won’t Be Forgiven. 


By Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Prince Bernhard 


von Buelow, formerly German Imperial 
Chancellor, today abandoned the silence 
which he once declared he would main- 
tain until death. He does this in order 


Ito warn his countrymen, he says, that 


inveterate hostility to Germany is the 
«oul of French policy. This, he de- 
clares, will continue so long as French- 
men have the slightest hope of regain- 
ng Alsace-Lorraine by their own efforts 
cr with outside assistance. 

Prince von Buelow expressed this con- 
viction in a review.of German politics, 
published this morning. He does not 
criticise the French, declaring that he 
fully comprehends their attitude. On 
the other hand he criticises indirectly the 
Kmperor’s occasional holding out of the 
olive branch. 

Prince von Buelow points out the 
folly of ignoring this inbred hostility 
of the French and of trying to arrange 
German relations with France on any 
other basis. 

“Tt is idle to hope for a reconciliation 
with France,”’ he says, “without restor- 
ing the provinces of Alsace and Lor- 
raine. The French determination to at- 
tack Germany whenever there is a@ pros- 
pect of success must continue to be a 
factor in the calculations of statesmen. 

“Germany should try to maintain 
courteous and correct relations with 
France, with whom she can co-operate 
in minor questions, but she should not 
chase fantasies nor aspire to overcome 
Frances ingrained rancor by compli- 
ments.”’

“Since the recent piblication by the 
Post-Dispatch of its articles on the Keo- 
kuk dam, in which it was shown that 
the grant by the Government of per- 
mission to construct a dam at Keokuk 
for the generation of electric current 
would not résult in any benefit to the 
rublic so long as the present methods of 
the controlling corporation obtain, I 
have given considerable study and at- 
tention to the entire question of water 
power,” said Congressman Igoe to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. “TI belfeve 
that the facts presented by the Post- 
liispatch are such as to show clearly 
that an immediate remedy must be 
found. 

“There has been so much contro- 
versy, however, among conservationists 
as to the best method to pursue in pro- 
tecting and controlling the water power 
sites of the country, that a comprehens- 
ive bill including all water power sites 
whether on navigable streams or on the 
public domains, would be the subject of 
prolonged and bitter struggle, involving, 
among other questions, the right of the 
respective states to control and regulate 
within their respective boundaries.

It is, recommended that at the 
workhouse a merit system of awards 
be substituted for the punishment 
system and that.the daily pay allot- 
ment of the prisoners be increased 
and a portion of it given to their 
families.

A great part of my career, 
however, has been spent on the 
English stage and, having married 
an English actor, I have, conse- 
quently, seen much of English stage 
life—of the social as well as the 
home side. It is difficult to make 
comparisons. Indeed, it is almost im- 
possible to do so.

It is the home life which advances 
social life and England is noted for 
its home life. In the hustle and go 
of American life, the home so often 
dwindles down to apartment or hotel 
existence—that is, particularly in the 
larger cities. As yet England knows 
but little of this way of living. 

Of course, the most ideal sort of 
existence would be one in which ar- 
tistic; social and family life could 
be so combined as to give each its. 
proper and due relative values tn the 
domestic scheme. To an actress this 
is scarcely possible, for work de- 
mands, and its demands must be 
obeyed. I must say that whether in 
England or in America we always 
find our friends very kindly make 
possible all the social life we can 
fit into our plans for work. So, 
after all, the difference between this 
phase of existence in the two coun- 
tries is not so pronounced as weuld 
seem at first glance. 

After my husband retires I expect 
to continue on the stage, but I shall 
probably only play occasional en- 
gagements, perhaps in London, per- 
haps in New York, possibly in both.

Lopez Thought to Have Killed 
Deputies in Tunnel of Bing- 
ham (Utah) Mine. 


SMOKING HIM OUT FAILS 


Mexican Gunman Shouts He 


Will Shoot Many Others 
Before He Is Taken. 


By Associated Press. 

BINGHAM, Utah, Nov. 29.—In a fight 
underground, with only the flash of 
rifles to break the darkness, Ralpa 
Lopez, Mexican gunman, added possi- 
bly two more names to the list of men 
he has killed late today, when he drove 
back a posse of Deputy Sheriffs in the 
Utah Apex mine. 

Lopez, who started ‘his 
crime on Nov. 21 by slaying the Chief 


ot Police of Bingham, two deputies and 
a fellow countryman, shouted from the 
depths of his stronghold tonight that it 
would cost many more lives before they 
*‘‘got him.” 

Deputy Sheriff Julian Sorenson, the 
only survivor of the four officers who 
started in pursuit of Lopez on Nov. 21, 
went into the mine tonight to hunt 
down and engage the Mexican single- 
handed. ; 

Deputy Sorenson later emerged from 
the mine and said he could find neither 
the bodies of the Deputies where they 
had fallen, nor any trace.of Lopez. A 
posse then entered with a searchlight 
and returned with the verification of 
Sorenson’s discovery. Apparently Lo-

and dragged the bodies of his victims 
along with him. 
T'wo Deputies Are Shot. 

The men whom he shot today were 
Deputies Douglas Hulsey and Tom Man- 
drich, who late tonight were still where 
they fell. The deputies before entering 
the Andy tunnel of the mine this after- 
noon arranged a signal of four taps on 
a pipe line in case of distress. Shortly 
after the shooting, the signal was heard 
coming from one of the deputies. Then 
it ceased and was not repeated. 

Arrangements were made tonight to 
try to bring out the two in a mine 
motor car, and it was expected this 
would precipitate another engagement 
with Lopez, 

The shooting today occurred when a 
half’ doxen deputies penetrated the Andy 
tunnel 900 feet to light a fire to smoke 
out the desperado. As soon as Hul- 
sey struck a match he was shot down 
by Lopez. In the exchange of shots 
that followed Mandrich fell and then 
the deputies retreated. 

Doctor Crawls to Safety. 

It was reported that Dr. David Ray, 
who was superintending the mixing of 
chemicals for the fire, had been shot 
also, but later he appeared at the 
mouth of the mine, [faving crawled 
from beside the fallen deputies on his 
hands and knees. 

Lopez is in the Andy incline, which 
runs into the Andy tunnel. 


Bert Jones and five guards on emers- 
ing from the Andy tunnel said that 
when the shooting began they retreated 
from their lights. The Mexican fired 
three shots at them. He could see them 
because of the lights in the tunnel, but 
they could not see Lopez. They fired in 
the direction of his fire, but apparent- 
ly without effect. Then they shot out 
the lights in a tunnel, so that they 
could not be seeh, and dashed past the 
opening to the incline, and reached the 
main portal of the mine.

Colleague Tells of Finding J. 
M. Darden Unconscious in 
Downtown Office. 


WAS OVERCOME BY FUMES 


Dr. Claude Barnes Says He Was 
Unable to Detect Heart Action 
Even With Stethoscope. 


Burns on the face and lips of Dr. John 
M. Darden of 5554 Delmar boulevard 
and cotton batting stuffed in his nos- 
trils, tn 
the past three days to make inquiries 
which have brought out the story of 
his resuscitation, after apparent death, 


by a colleague, Dr. Claude Barnes, in 
Dr. Darden’s office in the Frisco Build- 
ing late Wednesday night. 

According to the story told by Dr 
Barnes to a policeman at the time, 
and repeated in more detail yesterday 
to a reporter, Dr. Darden was over- 
come by formaldehyde fumes while he 
was making an experiment. with a de- 
vice for instantaneous fumigation. He 
was saved, Dr. Barnes related, by the 
use of an electric oxygen machine anil 
by rubbing and applications of ice, after 
the stethoscope, applied to his breast, 
had for 20 minutes failed to record a 
heartbeat. 

Bernes Finds Darden Unconscious. 

Dr. Barnes’ office is on the third floor 
of the buildins, Dr. Darden’s on the 
fourth. Both were in their offices late 
Wednesday night, and Dr. Darden called 
at Dr. Barnes’ office to confer about 
some blood tests, then went upstairs, 
faying he would be back in about an 
hour. At 10:45, Dr. Barnes said, he went 
upstairs and entered his friend’s office. 
He continued: 

“Dr. Darden was lying on the floor, 
his head jammed between the operat- 
ing chair and a medicine chest. I 
smelled formaldehyde and rushed 
through his waiting room into the 
operating room. 

“Dr. Darden had all appearances Oo: 
a dead man. His pulse had stopped 
and I couldn’t hear his heart beat. 
I carried him downstairs to my of- 
fice, wondering what the authorities 
would think of the affair if I had 
to telephone them that I had a dead 
physician in my office. 

“I stripped Darden and placed upon 
his body an oxygen machine designed 
to change the body from negative 
to positive, so that the body only can 
receive asyphetic oxygen from thr 
air. Then I placed the stethoscope on 
Darden’s chest, but for 20 minutes I 
could not detect the heart beat. 

“T virtually had given up hope and 
was upon the verge of telephoning 
the police. In a last desperate at- 
tempt I covered Dr, Darden’s body 
with iced towels. A few minutes later 
I poked a finger under Darden’s eye 
and detected a slight movement—a 
sign of life. Thirty minutes later 
Darden sat up, asked who struck him, 
and began resisting my efforts. H2 
fought like a madman, and I sub- 
dued him with ‘difficulty until 1 
could explain the condition in which 
I had found him. 

Policeman Attracted. — 

“Then I persuaded him to Walk on 
the streets. He still was not himself. 
and my efforts to quiet him attracte1 
a policeman, who asked me what J 
was doing. 

“‘T am a physician and this man is 
a physician,’ I explained. ‘He was 
overcome with fumes while experi- 
menting and still {s not himself.’

After the body was found Mrs. Mar- 
garet Luken, a neighbor at 1513 East 
College avenue, told the police she had 
smelled gas for nearly a week, and had 
leoked about her house, believing there 
was a leak in a pipe. She also recalled 
that she had not seen a light in Mrs.

How Schebps Corroborated Rose, 
Weber and Valion.

Col. Gaillard had charge of the con- 
struction of the central part of the 
canal, embracing Culebra cut, the Gatun 
dam and the Gamboa dike. 

Culebra Slides Caused Breakdown. 

“People will say,’’ declared Mrs. Gail- 
lard, “that it was a great disappoint- 
ment to Col. Gaillard not to be able to 
ee the water flow into the great Culebra 
cut, but it is not. He was the man who 
made the great cut and the letting in 
of the water is only an unimportant de- 
tail.” 

It was the slides in Culebra cut, the 
difticulty in combating them and the 
constant danger in which their sudden 
occurrence placed the men under his 
charge that caused the Colonel’s mental 
breakdown, according to his wife. 

Mrs. Gaillard told how he worked and 
worked night and day in his determina- 
tion to devise preventive measures.

PARENTS OF GIRL 
WHO ELOPED SEN 
NER “KEEPSAKES” 


Trunk Filled With Clothes and 
Childhood Relics Shipped to 
Unfavored Groom. 


A large trunk, carefully packed by a 
heart-broken father and mother, yes- 
terday afternoon took from the home of 
John Gilben, 3858 Washington boulevard, 
every physical reminder of their daugh- 
ter, Amelia, 20 years old, who eloped 
in an automobile Friday night to marry 
Amos Pickering. Into the trunk they 
put not only her clothing, but her toys, 
her dolls, her little rocking chair, her 
miniature set of dishes and all the 
things she had played with as a child 
and which the parents had treasured 
since she outgrew them. 

And on top, where she will find it 
When she first opens. the trunk, is a 
letter written by the father to his only 
child as follows: 

“If ever you need any help, don’t 
hesitate to call on me. I will do any- 
thing for you that it Is possible for me 
to do. You have gone against my ad- 
vice, and have almost killed your 
mother, and whatever happens, you 
must take the responsibility. That is 
a matter between you and your God 
But you are my daughter still, and my 
heart is always open to you.”’ 

The father said he had sent the trunk 
to the garage of the Lewis Automobile 
Co., where Pickering was employed. He 
said Pickering, to whom his daughter 
was married in Clayton Friday night, 
was 22 vears old, and came from Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., about a year ago with 
Mrs. Gilhen’s nephew, Louis Hayes.

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A. R. Sheffer, Indicted ‘on Mail 


Fraud Charge, Says He Quit 
Company Two Years Ago. 


A. R. Sheffer of 1212 Hamilton ave- 
nue, who was arrested yesterday on & 
charge of using the mails to defraud in 
connection with stock sales of the Amer- 
ican Trust Co. of Houston, Tex., told 
a reporter last night that he had been 
out of the company for nearly two 
years, and that he did not make a dol- 
lar by its promotion. 

Three years ago, Sheffer said, he gave 
up a stock and bond business in New 
York to remove to Texas on account of 
the ill health of one of his daughters. 
There he formed the American Trust 
Co: “to organize the collateral of the 
State,” as he said. The concern was 
capitalised for $600,000, he stated, but 
only $15,000 of stock was sold. Of this 
$3000 was paid to agents, while the re- 
mainder is in the concern’s coffers as 
@ surplus. 

- Resigned After Three Months. 

“YT was elected secretary of the com- 
pany two years ago,” said Sheffer. 
“Three months later I resigned. I was 
pressed by the officers to give a. rea- 
son. I gave it in a private report, 
which resulted in the immediate res- 
ignation of the president, the vice-pres- 
ident and treasurer of the concern. 

“I can’t take my own indictment se- 
riously,. for I did nothing wrong in 
connection with the American Trust. Co. 
4 certainly never sold any stock under 
false pretenses. I have no idea of what 
the evidence was on which the grand 
jury based the indictment. I shall re- 
‘turn voluntarily to Houston to stand 
trial.” 

Jointly charged with Sheffer are 
Monte J. Moore, president of the com- 
pany, who was once a candidate for the 
governorship of Texas; J. D. Hefley, 
vice-pregident, who is a rich rancher, 
and N. B. Sligh, treasurer, who was 
formerly president of the Bankers’ As- 
sociation of Texas. 

Sheffer Held tm $3000 Bond. 

It is charged that these officials is- 
sued and mailed pamphiets in which 
erroneous statememits were made, with 
the hope of persuading the correspond- 
ent to invest in the company’s stock 
Sheffer was released on $3000 bond. 
One of his daughters is an. assistant at 
the Public Library, another attends the 
Soldan High School, and a third is still 
at home. He said that he was a grad- 
uate of the University of Michigan.

€@ O far as can be ascertained, this 

stroke was first brought to light 
by Peterson, the St. Louis balk-line ex- 
pert, who used it as an exhibition play. 
He demonstrated that he could count 
10 points per minute, more than one 
each second, a feat that 99 out of 100 
billiard players would declare impossti- 
ble. 

As illustrated by Peterson, the shot 
was illegal, as, in the course of count- 
ing the 100 points per minute, he did not 
allow the cue ball to come to rest after 
each shot, but hit it while it was still itn 
motion. 

Since his first experiment with the 
play, however, Peterson has adapted it 
to use in matches. The shot is now 
used as in his exhibition play, with 
the exception that he permits the cue 
ball to stop rolling before hitting it 
again for the ensuing count. : 

Peterson, in a demonstration of the 
possibilities of the “chuck nurse,” scored 
64 pointe in one minute, legitimately.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, Nov. 28-— 
Harry R. Wallace, who became 
mayor of Indianapolis when Mayor 
Shank resigned yesterday after fail- 
ure to end strike troubles, continued 
preparations in .the police . depart- 
ment today to handle serious trouble 
in the event of the threatened strike 
‘of union teamsters Monday. 

The new Board of Public 
granted special police powers to a 
number of business men against 
whom the strike is aimed. The spe- 
cial powers were granted, it was ex- 
plained, ‘that the men might be bet- 
ter enabled to protect the business in 
which they are interested. 

Plans to place the downtown dJis- 
trict under a system of military 
patrol have been completed by <Act- 
ing Superintendent of Police Coffin. 
The reserves, which heretofore have 
been held at police headquarters, will 
be divided into squads, commanded 
by a sergeant, and will patrol the 
districts between pairs of stationary 
patrolmen. 

The order prohiibting the congre- 
gation’ of crowds was promulgated 
tode Capt. Coffin said the order 
did ‘not mean that men and women

j waiting for street cars were to be 


loaded into patrol wagons, but added 
that these gatherings would be close- 
ly watched.

Reasons for Shank’s Stepping Down. 
The causes of Mayor Shank’s resigna- 
tion date baek to the city election Nov. 
4,.when the Mayor and his advisers at- 
tempted to influence the result of the 
campaign in favor of the Republican 
candidate, C. A. Bookwalter, but more 
especially to run ahead of the Progres- 
sive candidate for political reasons, by 
an alliance with the labor element. Or- 
ganizers for the street railway men had 
been in the city for some time, and, it 
was charged by the Mayor’s critics, 
through an understanding with the city 
government, a strike was called the day 
‘before election. The policemen assigned 
-by the'Chief of Police to ride on cars 
tendered their badges, and this action 
also was attributed to the Mayor’s influ- 
ence. Without police protection, the 


4 street cars were not able to run, and 


when Gev. Ralston was on the point of 
declaring martial law, Shank, in a pub- 
lic’ speech, from an automobile, urged 
the strikers to march to the Governor's 
office and demand a special session of 
the Legislature te pass a compulsory 
arbitration law.

“An agreement was made to refer the 
grievances to the Public Service Com- 
mission of the State. In the meantime, 
the teamsters were organizing, but after 
the street car trouble was settled tem- 
porarily the 81 policemen who had re- 
fused to ride on cars during the street 
‘car strike were charged with insubordi- 
nation, but through the open support of 
Mayor Shank they were whitewashed by 
his Board of Safety. Shank sald that he 
wae not in favor of their riding in cars. 
When the teamsters’ strike was threat- 
ened, the business men of the ¢ity, in 
view of Shank’s pro-labor sentiments, 
went to him and demanded that unless 
he could, by persuaséen, avert the strike 
and further labor dig@ers, he should 
resign. Otherwiece impe&chment pro- 
ceédings would be begun against him. 


|} Mayor Shank, at different time during 


his administration, had been in great 
fear of threatened impeachment, and the 
recent threat was strongly batked. He 
tried, but could not bring the labor lead- 
ers and the employers together, and re- 
signed when his political advisers, seek- 


ling te protect themselves, left him to 


fight his battie alone. The pressure was 
too strong.

Delegates Outline Plans~- for 
Campaign to Obtain Amend- 
ment of U. S. Constitution. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—With an- 
nounced intention of starting speedily on 
its way an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution that will enfranchise wom- 
en, hundreds of suffragi."s arrived here 
today to attend the forty-fifth con- 
vention of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association. 

Such an amendment and the women’s 
right to it, now that they vote on na- 
tional question in 10 states, is to be 
urged upon Congress, the suffrage lead- 
ers say, with vigorous determination. 

They also assert that they will attempt 
to obtain during their week’s stay here 
an expression from’ President Wilson 
which might be regarded as the Demo- 
cratic party’s policy on ~ woman suf- 
frage question. 

Delegates Discuss iesicesiabihien 

Hotel lobbies buzzed: tonight with dis- 
cussion by groups of delegates of the 
questions which will come before the 
convention when it begins its sessions 
Monday. 

Arrival and certification of delegates, 
meetings of the official board and of the 
Dxecutive Committee and a luncheon 
by the National College Equal Suffrage 
League, at which Dr..Anna Howard 
Shaw, president of the national asso- 
ciation; Miss Jane Addams and other 
prominent leaders spoke, filled the day. 
Enthusiasm will be kept alive over 
Sunday by a mass meeting tomorrow, at 
which Dr. Shaw, Miss Addams and Sen- 
ator Helen Ring Robinson of Colorado 
will be. speakers. 

The HExecutive Committee at a 
meeting took up for consideration 
two of the important matters which 
will come before the convention. One 
was the proposal to adopt a new 
constitution for the association in 
accordance with the recommendation 
of the Constitutional Revision Com- 
mittee. 

Printing Pliant Planned. 

The other was as to the founding 
of a business corporation, capitalised 
at $50,000 to be known as the Nation- 
a Suffrage Publishing Co., which 
would have charge of the printing 
of suffrage literature for the nation- 
al, affiliated and other associations. 
The trustees of the National Amer- 
ican Woman Suffrage Association 
would hold a majority of the stock, 
so as to maintain control, although 
the dirdctors of the company would 
not be officers of che association. 

The purpose of the proposed new 
constitution is to place the organiza- 
tion on a fixed financial basis with 
a budget to be presented each year 
to the convention for approval and 
assessment made on affiliated organ- 
izations, partly in proportion to their 
budgets. 

Jane Addams Discusses Franchise. 

At the college women's meeting, 
Miss Addams declared that ‘the re- 
cently acquired franchise in Illinois 
already had given the women of that 
State great influence in needed re- 
forms, Miss Lucy Burns of this city,

Account Sent by t by Mistake to Jus- 
tice Werremeyer, Bull. 
Moose Supporter. 


How the Pianters Hotel has been com- 
pelled to carry for nearly two years a 
large part of the financial burden of 
the Taft campaign for Republican dele- 
gates in Missouri in 1912 was revealed in- 
advertently yesterday when a letter de- 
manding payment of a balance of $3470.80 
fell into the hands of Justice A. H. Wer- 
remeyer of Clayton, Bull Moose leader 
of St. Louis County. 

The letter was addressed, “Judge A. 
§. Werremeyer, Clayton, Mo.” Justice 
Werremeyer did not discover that the 
middie initial was not his until he had 
called several of his friends into con- 
ference, and had shown a copy of the 
bill and accompanying letter to report- 
ers. . 

Then he remembered that there was 
an A. 8. Werremeyer in St. Louis, con- 
nected with the North End sSusiness 
Men's Association. He thought probably 
the bill was intended for the other Wer- 
remeyer, but the St. Louis member of 
the family disclaimed responsibility for 
any part of the debt, and said the letter 
could not have been meant for him. 

Business Men Named. 

Inclosed in the letter, which was writ- 
ten .by Lyman T. Hay, general man- 
ager of the hotel company, was a list 
of many prominent 8t. Louis business 
men who, Hay said, were jointly Mable 
to the hotel for the bill. 

The men named. are: Dr. Max C. 
Starkloff, Charles A. Stix, Charlies F. 
Wenneker, former Mayor F. H. Kreis- 
mann, C. P. Walbridge, William H. 
Lee, A. L. Shapleigh, Hanford Craw- 
ford, Theodore F. Meyer, Fred Wid- 
‘man, Edwards Whitaker, Otto L. Teich- 
mann, Louis Kaltwasser, Max Kotany, 
Benjamin Schnurmacher, Fred W.

But the stunning defeat that he had just 


was the beginning of the end, a striking exemplication that the 
sense of being beaten was the real cause of the ultimate collapse 


for the 800-mile journey back to 


his life’s ambition had depressed 
that the conditions demanded. It 


walked away to his death in a storm to 
avoid encumbering his companions. 
Where and how he died never will be 
known. Then came the dramatic inci- 
dent of Scott’s ordering Wilson to ap- 
portion among each surviving member 
of the party opium tablets in sufficient 
auantities to cause death. THEY HAD 
DECIDED TO DIE BY THEIR OWN 
HANDS RATHER THAN WAIT FOR 
THE AWFUL DEATH BY STARVA- 
TION AND COLD. On. March 19, 1912, 
they reached a point only 11 miles from 
One Ton Camp,.where there were large 
stores of provisions and fuel. Here the 
final agony in the tent began. On 
March 22 and 23 is this heartbreaking 
entry, showing they had abandoned the 
ghicide plan and meet death like brave 
men. 

Blizzard bad as ocala aia 
and Bewers unable to start-——to- 
morrow last chance—no fuel and 
only one or two of food left— 
must be near the end.

On the twenty-ninth is the last en- 
try of all in the Journal, written in 
a hand still firm:

We had fuel to make two cups of 
tea apiece and bare food for two 
days on the twentieth. Every day 
we have been ready to start for 
cur depot, 11 miles away, but 
outside the door of the tent it re- 
mains a scene of whirling drift. 
I do not think we can hope for 
any better things now. We shall 
stick it out to the end, but we are 
getting weaker, ef course, and 
the end cannot be far. 

It seems a pity, but I do. not 
think I can write more. 

For God’s sake look after our 
people. 

Busy Till Death Came. 
HE last 10 days of anguish fill a 
T space of little more than a page 
in the Journal. Yet Scott in those 
supreme hours was busy with his pencil. 
To Mrs. Wilsor, Dr. Wilson’s widow, he 

wrote words of consolation: 

If this letter reaches you, Bill and 
I will have gone out together. We 
are very near it now, and I should 
like you to know how ‘splendid he 
was at the end. * * * I can 
do no more to comfort you than to 
tell you that he died as he lived—« 
brave, true man, the best of comrades 
and stanchest of friends. 

My whole heart goes out to you in

To Mra. Bowers, the mother of the

wrote: 

We are very near the end of our 
journey, and I am finishing it in 
company with two gallant, noble gen- 
tiemen.

Good-by. I am not at all afraid of 
the end. * * * 

As a dying man, my dear friend, 
be good to my wife and child. Give 
the boy a chance in life, if the State 
won't do it. He ought to have g00d 
stuff in him. * * *# 


‘The Women We Leave.”’ 


O Sir Edgar Speyer he wrote: “We 

é & shall die like gentlemen. I regret 

only for the women we leave be- 
hind.” 

To Admiral Bridgeman he wrote: 

“I want to tell you that I was 
mot too old for this job, It was 
the yOunger men that went un- 
der first. * * * After all, we 
are setting a good example to our 
countrymen, if not by getting 
into a tight place, by facing it like 
men when we were there. We 
could have come through had we 
neglected the sick.” 

From his last letters to his wife 
and family there are a few touching 
extracts: 

t die at peace with the world 
and myself—not afraid. 

After all, we have given eur 
lives for our country. 

T shall not have suffered any 
pain, but leave the world fresh 
from harness and full of good 
health and vigor. 

One remembers Renan’s prayer to 
die in tull possession of his person- 
ality, and his deep thought that “thea 
only secceptable death is the noble 
death which is not a pathological ac- 
cident, but an end, deliberately ac- 
cepted and, therefore, precious before 
the Eternal. Death on the field of 
battle is thus the noblest of all.” 


How the Three Men Died. 


HEY found him eight months later. 
Wilson and Bowers lay in the 
tent “in the attitude of sleep, their 

sleeping bags closed over their heads 
as they would naturally close them.” 
Scott had died the last. He had thrown 
back the flaps of his sleeping bag and 
opened his coat. The little wallet con- 
taining the three note books was under 
his shoulders, and his arm flung across 
Wilson. 

They left them, like Vikings on the 
scene of their glory and their doom, and 
built about the tent a mighty cairn. 
There, alone in their greatness, they 
will Ite without change or body decay 
‘with the most fitting tomb in the world 
above them. 

Such is this story of suffering, one 
which will ‘never grow old in the telline 
because it is among the greatest In the 
world, heroic In its beauty, inspiring in 
its example to the race, suggesting the 
profoundest and the saddest thoughts— 
a story of “agonies, and love and man’s 


unconquerable mind.”

Breeding. 

I have a white leghorn male (rose 
comb) and foyr single-comb white leg- 
horn pullets. Would you advise me to 
breed them together, or would you get 
a single-comb white leghorn male? I 
got these for a start and would like to 
know which of the two kinds is the best 
to keep and what the results would be if 
I mixed them.—Mrs. C. H., East 8t. 
Louis, Ill. 

It is best to keep one breed of chick- 
ens. By breeding a rose-comb male to 
single-comb females, your flock would 
not be uniform. Either rosv or single 
comb white leghorns are good varieties. 
Would suggest that you dispose of the 
rose-comb male and sevure a single- 
comb male to breed to your pullets. 


Morning Mash. 

Will you kindly publish a good morn- 
ing mash for about two dozen hens?— 
FE. M. R., Shrewsberry Park, Mo. 
Three parts wheat bran, one part 
cornmeal, one part cheap flour, one part 
ground alfalfa and one part meat scraps. 
This mash can be fed dry from a hopper, 
or moistened and fed crumbly. 


Yellow Lobes. 

Kindly tell me what is the matter 
with my chickens? I have five barred 
Plymouth Rocks with yellow ear lobes. 
They are fat, eat well and Ihave never 
geen anything like it before—J. A. &., 
Bdwardsville, IIL 
The condition you describe is frequent- 
ly caused by lice and mites absorbing 
the blood from fowls and causing the 
lobes to become pale and yellow. It is 
also caused by confinement, lack of ex- 
ercise and blood-making food. Examine 
your birds carefully and rid them of 
lice. Give them plenty of green feed 
and a liberal supply of meat scrap. Feed 
them grain in clean litter and make 
them scratch for it. This, with clean 
quarters and plenty of fresh water will 
cause their heads to resume their nat- 
ural color. 

Comparison Judging. 
What must a cockerel weigh.to com- 
pete for prizes at a show? What other 
requirements are necessary? I under- 
stand a cock must weigh more than 
eight pounds. Please explain the com- 
parison method of judging. Must whits 
birds be washed before sending them to 
the show?—L. B. P., Rogers, Ark. 

The weight of the male depends on 
i.@ Variety and breed shown. The stand- 
ard calls for different weights for the 
different breeds, and youw do not state 
what variety you intend to exhibit. The 
comparison method of judging is the 
same as the score-card method, except 
that the ‘different sections of the birds 
in @ class are compared by the -judge 
instead of cutting for defects and mak- 
ing @ memorandum of the cuts on a 
card. It adds to the appearunce of 
white birds to wash them before sending 
them to the show, and, of course, aon 
to win awards.

| Cholera. 

Kindly advise me of a cure for chol- 
era. What are the symptoms of the 
disease? Also what disease have chick- 
ens when they open their mouths and 
seem to be choking?—S, R., St. Louis. 

The symptoms of cholera include great 
thirst and the voiding of feces, of which 
the part normally white is yellow. This 
is not a sure indication of the disease, 
for the same thing may occur as a 
result of other disorders. Diarrhea is 
generally a prominent symptom, the 
droppings being thin and frequent; and 
in the later stages the yellow portion 
may change to green; the fowl becomes 
depressed, the feathers become ruffled, 
the comb becomes pale or very dark, and 
the bird has a poor appetite. Some- 
times the disease runs rapidly through 
® flock, destroying the greater part of 
the birds in a week, or it may assume 
& more chronic form, extend slowly and 
remain on the premises for several 
weeks or months. Fowls affected with 
the disease usually die within 36 hours: 
In most cases medical treatment has 
proven. unsatisfactory. The best method 
of combating the disease is to carry out 
strict sanitary precautions as regards 
(leanliness and disinfection and totally

I have found in the mornings 


to appear in this manner. Feed your 
(hens a little beef scrap three times a 
week and plenty of green feed all the 
time and you will not find this condi- 
tion .m a short time. The seeds you 
incloge are weed seeds. 


The truth is that it Is possible to get 
a hen so fat she cannot lay,.and it is 
also possible to get a hen so poor she 
cannot lay. There is a happy medium 
between these two extremes which al- 
lows the hen to become a useful layer. 
When a hen gets too fat she becomes 
indolent and lazy, the whole system be- 
comes. sluggish, digestion and assimi- 
lation are poor, the egg-producing or- 
gans become clogged and crowded with 
fat, and the fowl is useless. The eggs 
laid, if any, are small, odd-shaped, dou- 
ble or soft-shell. Unless the hen is 
made to exercise and use up this fat, 
she will soon succumb to the disease. 
The small breéds being more active 
than the large breeds, do not get fat 
as easily, and, hence, they can be fed 
with less danger of fattening them; but 
the heavy breeds must be fed carefully 
or they will soon get too fat to lay. 


Don’t delay about buying that male 
bird which you are going to need to 
head one of your pens. The longer you 
delay the fewer will be the birds from 
which your selection can be made, the 
higher ‘will be the price which you mus‘ 
pay and the greater the chance that 
your rival will get the bird which you 
desire.

INCE the Titanic disaster, maritime scien- 
tists have turned their attention more than 
ever to the problem of protecting ships from 
floating icebergs, and sor:s of them seem 

to have solved it through an instrument that wil 
raise an automatic alarm when the peril approaches. 


-The meckanism, which is called a frigidometer, 


lights a lamp and starts a big gong ringing, and 
neither’ warning will cease so long as the vessel 
remains in the danger zone. 

The basic j/rinciple, of course, is the water and 
air temperature. frroximity to: an iceberg is al- 
ways indicated by a lewering of the temperature 
of the air or water, and usually of both. It has 
been customary for ships in the iceberg belt to 
make hourly tests of the water, the most ordinary 
being to draw buckets of water from the stem and 
stern of the ship simultaneonsly and put ther- 
mometers into them. But this method has not 
proven generally satisfactory, partly because of the 
great speed of modern liners and partly because of

Wars 

HE Spanish army has devised an 
armored war automobile which 

is said to be giving invaluable 

service in the African campaigns 

against mutinous tribesmen. The machine 
is literally a fort on. wheels and a fort 
that can move rapidly from place to 
place. It is particularly valuable in in- 
vading the strongholds of guerilla: bands. 


The car is covered with plate strong 
enough to turn a bullet from the highest 
power army rifle.

INE MATOGRAPHIC pictures of 
bones smashed by rifle bullets 
prove that the splintering takes 
place a relatively long time 

after the passage of the projectile. Ar- 
guing from this, H. Lehmann prapound- 
ed the theory that the smashing was due 
not to the direct impact of the bullet, but 
to the waves and whirlwinds produced 
in the air by its passage. 

Prof. G. Cranz of the Technical Mili- 
tary Academy,- Berlin, in .collaboration 
with P. A. Gunther, has gjust made a 
series of interesting tests of this theory, 
which they prove to be erroneous. 
Messrs. Cranz and Gunther prepared a 
sheet of soft, wet clay 18 1-3 inches 
square and 1 1-3 inches thick, which they 
placed upright in a frame of wood per- 
pendicular to the line of fire. Through 


Air Wave Wound Theory Disproved 


the clay they bored three round holes, 
the first 1-12 of an inch in diameter, the 
second just the diameter of the bullet, 
the third 4-5 of an inch in diameter. A 
bullet passing 
must necessarily enlarge it; a bullet 
passing through the second hole must 
just touch its sides, and a bullet passing 
through he third hole must clear its 
sides freely without touching. Examina- 
tion of the holes after the passage of the 
bullets showed that the shattering effects 
were marked upon the smallest hole, were 
very feeble upon the second and nil upon 
the largest. Similar experiments with 
other materials gave the same result. 

From all of which they deduce the 
theory that the shattering is caused by 
the actual impact of the bullet and not 
by any waves of air in its wake.

“Our terms moonshiners and ienounmntiiing are not 

used in the mountains, Here an illicit distiller is called 

a blockader, his business blockading, and the product 

is blockade liquor. Just as the smugglers of old Britain 

called themselves free traders, thereby proclaiming that 

they risked and fought for a principle, sé the moonshiner 

, considers himself simply a blockade runner dealing in 

contraband. His offense is only malum prohibitum, not 
malum in se. 

“As a rule, the mountain people have no compunc- 
tions about drinking, their ideas on this, as on other 
matters of conduct; being those current everywhere in 
the eighteenth century. Men, women and children drink 
whisky in family concert, I have seen undiluted spirits 
drunk, a spoonful at a time, by a babe that was still at 

. the breast, and she never batted an eye (when I pro- 
tested that raw whisky would ruin the infant’s stom- 
ach, the mother replied with widened eyes: ‘Why, if 
there’s liquor about and she don’t git none, she jist 
roars!’). In spite of this, taking the mountain people 
by and large, they are an abstemious race. In drinking, 
as in everything else, this is the Land of Do Without. 
Comparatively few highlanders see liquor oftener than 
once or twice a month. The lumberjacks and townspeo- 
ple get mosi of the output. 

“Here is another significant fact: as regards per- 
sonal property, I do not know any race in the world 
that is more honest than our backwoodsmen of the 
Southern mountains. As soon as you leave the railroad 
you enter a land where sneakthieves are rare and burg- 
lars almost unheard of. In my own ites and all those 
adjoining it there has been: only one case of highway 
robbery and only one of murder for money, so far as I 
can learn, in the past 40 years. 

“The mountain code of conduct is a curious mixture of 
Savagery and civility. One man will kill another over 
a pig or-a panel of fence—not for the property’s sake, 
but because of hot words ensuing—and he will ‘come 
clear’ in court because every fellow on the jury feels he 
would have done the same thing himself under similar 
provocation; yet these very men, 
vengeful and cruel though they 
are, regard hospitality as a sacred 

a duty toward wayfarers of any de- 
gree, and the bare idea of steal- 
ing from a stranger would excite 
their instant loathing or white- 
hot scorn. 


“And there are ‘manners’ in 
the rudest community; customs 
and rules of conduct that it is 
well to learn before one goes far 
ahead. For example, when you 
stop at a mountain cabin, if no 
dogs sound an alarm, do not walk 
up to the door and knock. You 
are expected to call out ‘Hello!’ 
until someone comes to inspect 
you. None but the most intimate 
neighbors neglect this. usage, and 

there is mighty good reason back 
. of it in a land where the path to 
one’s door may be a warpath. 


“If you are armed as a hunter 

do not fail to remove the cart- 

! ridges from the gun, in your 
host’s pfesence, before you set 
foot on his porch. Then give him 
the weapon, or stand it in a cor- 
ner or hang it up in plain view. 
Even our Sheriff, when he stopped 
with us, would lay his revolver 
on the mantel shelf and leave it 
there until he went his way. If 
gou think a moment you can see 
the courtesy of such an act. It 
proves that the guest puts implicit 
trust in the honor of his host 
and in his ability to protect all within his house. There 
never has been a case in which such trust was violated. 

“I knew-a traveler, who, spending the night in a one- 
room cabin, was fool enough (I can use no milder term) 
to thrust a loaded revolver under his pillow when he 
went to bed. In the morning his weapon was still there, 
but empty, and its cartridges lay conspicuously on a 
table across the room. Nobody said a word about the 
incident; the hint was left to soak in. ) 

“A fat mountaineer isa curiosity. The hill folk even 
seem to affect a slender type of comeliness. In Alice 
MacGowan’s ‘Judith of the Cumberlands,’ old Jopthah 
Turentifie says of one of his sons: ‘I named that boy 
after the finest man that ever walked God’s green 
earth—and then the fool had to go and git fat on me! 
Think of me with a fat son! I allers did hold that a 
fat woman was bad enough, but a fat man ort p’intedly 
to be led out and killed.’ 

“Spartan diet does not put on flesh. Still, it should 
be noted that long legs, baggy clothing and scantiness 
or lack of underwear make people seem thinner than 
they really are.

chores barefooted in the snow. “Then,” said one, ‘our 
feet ’d tingle and burn, so ‘t they wouldn't git a bit 
cold all day when we put our shoes on.’ I knew a family 
whose children had no shoes all one winter, and occa- 
sionally we had zero weather. 

“There was a wealthy man 
known to everyone around 
Waynesville, who, being asked 
where he resided, as a witness in 
court, answered: ‘Three or four 
miles up and down Jonathan 
Creek.’

Food for a week for a dollar and a 
half! The very essence of nutriment 
in 15° varieties for the price of one 
good substantial dinner at a New York 
restaurant! Economy in it, at least. 

The several articles were bundled 
together— powders, tablets, cubes and 
tubes—and ‘at my suggestion placed 
on ‘the scales. The bundle weighed 
two pounds, including the containers. 

When 1 am hungry I can calculate quickly. I did in 
this instance. Two pounds gross of food to which I 
Was unaccustomed to last me for seven days! When 
I figured the number of gross ounces thig gave me for 
each day I could not even eontemplate whatgthat would 
mean te me each meal. ~Had it not been that the ex- 
periment was on, I might have halted.

When a person becomcs a squad of Qne to experiment 
with concentiations and is aware that every ounce 
means almost a meal, caution becomes very necessary. 

For my first breakfast I considered, of course, coffee, 
milk, sugar and eggs, which, as light breakfasts run, 
is an average one. 

I opened the little two-inch. tin of feathery powder, 
bearing the coffee label, and dropped as much as the 
tip of a baby’s spoon would hold in boiling water. Then 
I bent over the pot with nostrils distended. It actually 
had the real aroma and I felt encouraged. 

The pasteboard box of milk powder was next opened 
and the required quantity placed in a dish, with water. 
By using an eggbeater, the mixture by degrees became 
the color of thin cream. I tasted it. The flavor was 
excellent. It seemed as if I had made milk by magic. 
Setting some of this milk aside for coffee, I used the 
rest as a basis for creating out of the egg powder what 
proved to be a surprisingly good tasting and fairly 
light: and fluffy omelette. 

It was all done 80 aniekiy that i scarcely knew I 
hai been cooking. I spread. my table and sat down, 
dropping a tabloid of concentrated sugar no larger than 
the head of a pin in my coffee, which I proceeded to sip. 


A little more than an ounce of food with added water:

I cannot say with exact truth that my first, meal was 
as substantial as some I have eaten. An ounce of food

Being fond of asparagus, I made myself a soup from 
the vegetable powder. It boiled up nicely and seemed 
to have body, which is as it should be. 

Next I prepared some hare, using a portion of : a tube 
of the paste, and from the potato rice I made a 
vegetable. This, with a tablet of tea, completed the 
luncheon. 

Another ounce and a half and another meal was: be- 
fore me! 

My luncheon was perhaps more appetizing than my 
breakfast. Perhaps I was hungrier. When I had fin- 
ished my meal I asked myself if f felt satisfied, but 1 
did not answer. It did not seem important at that early 
stage to analyze the meals too carefully or to make 
comparisons. 


After a somewhat busy afternoon I began the prepara- 
tion of the meal which would round out my first day. 
It consisted of coffee, soup—this tim” a tomato bisque— 
beef, corn, spinach, dates and nuts. The variety re 
quired some little time. I ate all that I had prepared. 


During the day I had partaken of about five ounces 
of what, considered scientifically, possessed nutriment 
values sufficient to answer the requirements of health. 
But the lack of bulk was apparent. — 

I slept well that night. No bad dreams born of stuff- 
ing or disturbances due to indigestion. 


For five days I prepared all my meals over one burner 
of a gas range, giving myself as many combinations 
and varieties as the larder wotild permit. — 


The last two days, I lived entirely on tablets and 
tabloids: which were prepared without fire. The meat 
tablets: were small and white, like small peppermiht 
lozenges. Cold food, whether in concentrated or in 
its natural form, is never as good as. warm food. Per- 
haps i anade a mistake in not sandwiching a solid meal 
in during the earlier part of the week. But one who is 
experimenting is not supposed to HOW ; the thing is 
to find out. 

When I -had eaten the’ final mouthful of the twenty- 
first and ‘final meal, I took pencil and paper and pre- 
pared a brief analysis of the week. 


I found that hunger had been appeased for the first 
five days, when my meals were served hot, but my vi- 
tality had been lowered—a little, not much. The con- 
cluding two days of the experiment were unsatisfactory 
—I felt it; I knew it. The experiment cost me three 
pounds of weight, otherwise I was in about as good 
condition, 89 far as I was able to judge, as at the start. 


I had not undertaken an economy test, but a nutri- 
tive one. Still the amount of food I actyally ate in one 
week cost only 22 cents a day. 


It is well. known that a serious objection to living 
on tabloid food is the fact that the body requires bulk, 
in order to keep up the peristaltic action of the intes- 
tines, which is an important mechanical factor in di- 
gestion. 

Unless centuries of concentrated food should be able 
to modify the working of the digestive organs, it will 
always be necessary to eat some actual SOLIDS. 

In.the meantime, I am here to state that I lived and 
labored in considerable comfort subsisting on these 
things only. I even made puns:

Bank and the La Salle buildings which 
take up so much room that trucks are 
forced out upon the street car. tracks. 
With cars passing in each direction every 
few seconds, it keeps the traffic police- 
man busy preventing long and costly 
blockades. The policeman is not always 
successful. 

Theoretically, the automobile owner 
has no right to make a garage of a pub- 
lic street. Practically, he does so and 
no working plan has yet been devised to 
keep him from continuing the practice. 
It is conceded on all hands that the city 
ought to find some satisfactory way to 
rélieve the congestion. 

In this connection, a plan that is being 


agitated in Chicago and Indianapolis is 
interesting. This is nothing more or less 
than to build an underground garage. 
While such a scheme appears ridiculous 
on the face of it, a more careful examina- 
tion reveals that it is not so visionary, 
after all. 

In Chicago it was proposed to build 
the garage under Grant Park and in In- 
dianapolis under University Park. The 
idea was to make excavations with con- 
crete arches to support the roof of the 
semi-tunnel in such a way that the un- 
derground space could be utilized.

James Brummitt and George Barclay, two Oklahoma 
convicts who are serving life terms in the Federal pen- 
itentlary at Columbus, O., for killing Capt. J. I. Poole, 
an Anti-Horse Thief Association leader in the Creek In- 
dian country, in a desperate battle -hetween Poole and his 
men and Bumniitt and Barclay, who had robbed Poole’s 
farm. Their trail through the Cherokee country had 
been one of robbery, horse stealing and other depreda- 
tions. The anti-horse thief members under Poole had 
finally taken the trail and in the Osage country the 
thieves were overtaken. Brummitt had served a term 
in the Kansas Penitentiary for larceny, Barclay was a 
raw but apt recruit, and a third member of the band 
was an escaped convict from Kansas, 


\ after Poole was killed the other anti-horse thief mem- 
bers took the trio of prisoners and transported them to 
the Federal Jail in Guthrie. They were tried in the Fed- 
eral Court at Pawnee and sentenced to hang on June 
26, 1901. They were prosecuted by Bird S. McGuire, 
now member of Congress from Oklahoma. As a last 
resort the attorneys for the condemined men appealed 
to President Roosevelt, who commuted their sentences” 
to life imprisonment.
